As the public are deeply interefted in the plan now 
depending in Parliament, for the reduétion of the 
National Debt, and as it was not in our power on 
Saturday to give Lord Srannore’s {peech on 
that fubje@ fo full as we could have withed, we 
truft our readers will be now pleafed to fee it 
more in detail. 


EARL STANHOPE rofe and faid, that he 
fhould not have prefumed to have given the notice 
which he gave on Friday laft, of his intention of 
bringing that day before their Lordfhips the whole 
of the great queftion relative to the reduction of the 
National Debt, if he had not conceived it to be a 
queltion of as high importance as any that ever did 
come, or as any that ever could be brought under 
the confideration of Parliament. That it was, in the 
firft place, the moft important of all pofhible queftions 
of finance ; that it included every queftion in which 
Englifhmen were deeply interefted ; that it involved 
the fubject of taxation in its full extent, and the fu- 
ture diminution of the burthens of the people; and 
therefore that it involved alfo the confideration of 
the price of labour, which was fo confiderably af- 
fected by the énjudicious manner in which many of 
the taxes are laid in this country; that the queltion 
of the price of labour involved the confideration of 
the price of manufactures, and confequertly the moft 


extenfive confideration of commerce and of foreign 
and 


trade ; that commerce ign trade Mok. 
rially affected the Fe ee riecommtee na 
of courfe the defence of this kingdom, and the de- 
fence of all our foreign poffeffions in every quarter 
of the globe : That therefore this great queftion be- 
fore their Lordhhips, relative to the reduction of the 
public debt, included the wealth, ftrength, profperi- 
ty, and even the fovereignty and independency of 
the ftate; and that no queftion could more deeply 
affect the foreign politics of this kingdom. That this 
was alfo a queftion of liberty and of the conftitution. 
That eines bebie the neceflity of Revenue officers to 
collec& them—and that the fwarm of Excife officers, 
of Stamp officers, of Cuftomhoufe officers, and of 
Revenue officers of every defcription, tended,: in a 
great degree, to encreafe the unconftitutional influ- 
ence of the Crown. And, therefore, that every 
Whig, who withed to reduce the influence of the 
Crown, mutt with alfo to reduce the public debt. 
That this great queition, then, “before their Lord-- 
fhips, was a queftion of liberty and of the conftitu- 
tion, in a {till more important point of view; inaf- 
muchas it was a queftion that fo peculiarly affe&ted 
the independence of the country. That the que- 
{tion then before the Houfe, in fact, was, whether 
this kingdom fhould hereafter become a conquered 
province to fome foreign ftate, or fhould remain a 
free and independent country, the pride of Europe, 
and the envy of the world! His Lordthip then en- 
larged upon the neceffity of reducing the public debt, 
and particularly upon the danger of the diverfion of 
the new Sinking Fund, in time of war, by Mr Pitt’s 
bill then before the Houfe. He ftated, that four 
millions of free. revenue, (to which the Sinking 
Fund was finally to accumulate) if applied by a Mi- 
nifter to the intereft of new loans, would enable a 
Minifter to obtain 80 millions by way of loan, in or- 
der, perhaps, to apply thofe 80 millions to the moft 
abfurd, or to the moft profligate, and the worlt of 
purpofes ; and that the on/y way to prevent future 
Minitters, and fature Parliaments, from diverting 
this new Sinking Fund, was to inftitute a bargain, 
and folemnly to pledge the public faith. 

- Earl Stanhope then fpoke of the new claufe that 
had been introduced into Mr Pitt’s bill, in the 
Houfe of Commons, on the motion of Mr Fox. 
He faid, that, upon the whole, he much approved 
of that claufe, though it was certainly liable to fome 
objections. The faving of the bonus upon a confi- 
derable loan was no immaterial advantage. But the 
principal advantage of that new claufe was, that by 
diminifhing the quantity of the money really to be 
borrowed, it made the Minifter fo much more ma- 
ter of the bargain. And that claufe was not liable 
to the objections that would attach upon any diver- 
fron of the new Sinking Fund ;. inafmuch, as that 
claufe was fo contrived as mot to break in upon the 
admirable operations of compound intereft. 

His Lordfhip then alluded to the fpeech of Mr 

Pitt in the Houfe of Commons, in which Mr Pitt 
had ftated, that it was a recommendation of Mr

Fox’s claufe, ** that it tended to dimini/h the temp-

tapen to. divert the new Sinking Fund.” Earl 
SKanhope faid, that any man who could ufe fach an 
argament,/abfolutely abandoned the deface of the 
new Sinking Fund bill. What? (fays his Lord- 
thip) diminifh the temptation to do that which is 
ftated to Be snepoffible ? It was admitting, that by the 
new Sinking Fund bill, there was a temptation to 
divert the furplus. It was admitting, that there {till 
was a termptation (though a diminifhed temptation) 
"to divert x; and that, by Mr Pitt’s plan, the diver- 
Sion of thenew Sinking Fund was pofible. 

His Lordhhip then ftated, that in order to avoid 
the evils vhich mutt follow from a diverfion of the 
new Sinkiig Fynd, that he had drawn up a plan for 
that purpcfe ; that he fhould fay nothing about that 
plan, becaufe he had already fabmitted it to the 
judgment of the public. Bur that if Minifters (al- 
hading to a fpeech of Mr Pitt in the Houfe of Com- 

‘ were Of Gpinion, that that plan of his was ¢i- 
ther guyatory, or (when compared with the plan of 
the Minilter) uneconomical; that, if that were the 
opinion of Mini(ters, they would do well to main- 
tais that opinion in that Hou/e, where they thould 
find a perfon prepared to give them a complete an- 
fuer. That if thofe were the weak and hallow 
grounds upon which ‘hat plan of his had been re- 
jecied, it only proved, that Minifters had rejected 
that pare. becaufe they did not underfland it. ‘That 
he challenged Minifters to enter into the difcufiion 
of that plan in that Houfe. ‘That he knew that he 
ftood upon fuch good, and upon fuch ftrong ground, 
that he would venture, with confidence, to throw 
down the gauntlet upon that fubjedt; and that he 
called upon Minifters (either on that, or on any fu- 
tare day) to dare to take it up. 

His ip then fated, that he had a mew 
plan, founded on the fame general principles on 
which his other plan was founded, bur extremely 
varied as to the other mode of application, He then 
ftated to the Houfe the faid new plan» which was 
as follows :

and that it be an exprefs condition of that compact, 
that given fams of money to be fet apart for the 
gradual redemption of the National Debt, be appl 
ed towards fuch a redemption, by a fixed courfe of 
payment, and to no other purpofe whatever. 

** And whereas the public have the undoubted 
right to redeem the redeemable public annuities in 
fuch order and courfe of payment as they fhall deem 
the moft expedient. 

* And whereas it would be highly advantageous 
to holders of ftock below par to acquire a right of 
priority of redemption ; inafmuch as the repeated 
application of large fums of public money to redeem 
any particular ftock which is below par, would 
(ceteris paribus) raife the value of fach ftock in 
the market higher than any other ftock bearing the 
like interefty 

«© And wiieteas it would confequently be much 
for the intereft of holders of ftock bearing interelt 
at three pounds per centam per annum, to give up 
to the public a part of their prefent capital in order 
to obtain from the public the faid right of priority 
of redemption. 

“ It might therefore be enaéted, that books be 
opened at the Bank, in order to receive the names of 
fuch holders of {tock bearing three per cent. inte- 
reft, as fhould be willing to fignify their confent to 
accept of ninety pounds for every handred pounds 
of their prefent capital, whenever the public thal 
be defirous of redeeming the faid capital at fuch 

rice. 
ee And that the faid books do remain open for 
the fpace of fix calendar months from a given day. 

«¢ Afid’ in order that thofe holders of three per 
cent. ftock, who might have neglected to fignify 
fach confent within the faid fix months, might have 
an opportanity to do it afterwards, a further time of 
three calendar months (to commence from the end 
of one year after the expiration of the faid fix 
months) be allowed for that purpofe ; provided al- 
ways that thofe perfons only ag sh ves to fub-

Earl Stanhope obferved, that it ought alfo to be 
enacted, That the aforefaid fund, inftead of beco-

aforefaid, in order to pay off any flock bearing an 
higher intereft: And that it might fikewife be e- 
nacted, That the compact to be entered into as as.

Earl Stanhope defired their Lordthi 
ticular notice, that this plan did mot e the Pu- 
blic to redeem the 3 per cents at go, but to 
give the Public a right to redeem ‘the new 3 per 
cents ata mew par of go |. as the public have now 
the right to redeem the Sry 3 per cents. at the 
prefent par of 1001, And that the Comthiffioners 
appointed by Mr Pitt’s bill, would, under t4is plan be 
empowered to purchafe up, at market, the mew 3 per 
cent. ftock, juft in the fame marner, as the Commif- 
fioners were now empowered, by Mr Pitt’s bill, to

‘That the public, on the other 
hand, might give the {tockholder, either ready mo- 
ney, or an increafe of his dividend, or an augmenh- 
tation of his nominal capital, or the right of priori- 
ty of redemption. Of thefe four things, it was evi- 
dent, that the right of prierity of redemption, was 
that which it would beft fuit the public to give, in- 
afmuch as it was that which was mo /off to the pu- 
blic to di/pofe of, but which was a material advan- 
tage to the ftockholder to receive. His Lordthip 
then {tated his reafons for having propofed two pe- 
riods for fubfcribing, with a year’s in between 
them; he faid that, either much ftock .wosld,-or 
much {tock would of be fubfcribed in the firlt 
riod. That if much {tock were fabferibed in the’ 
period, it became immarérial whether any were fab- 
{cribed in the fecond. But that if much ftock were

Mr Fox rofe, he faid, not to debate,-but'to enter 
his proteit againit a bill, which he conceived to be 
fraught with abfurdity, aod fouwded in tyranny and 
oppreffion: Whether it was confidered ia its prin- 
ciples in the detail, it was, in his Opinion, equally 
indefenfible. It was a grofs violation of jurispra- 
dence in the firft inftance, and the opefation of it 
would be found to be totally inadequate w 
the purpofes for which it was intended.—He 
condemned, in fevere terms, the depriving ovt 
fellow-fubje@s in India of that privilege which they 
have hitherto, enjoyed.in common with ourfelves, of 
a trial by Jury, and endeavoured to thew the inefi- 
cacy and the impolicy of the new tribunal. He ad- 
verted to the claufe in the former bill, for compel- 
ling the difclofure of private fortane, which, he faid, 
was a wanton exertion of power, for it-had been a- 
bandoned without putting it to the teft of experience. 
He mentioned titis, he faid, to fhew on what trivial 
grounds the bill had been founded, and how willing 
fome men were to impofe hardfhips om others, even 
when neceflity or good policy did not jultify their 
meafures. He would not, however, trouble the 
Houfe with any further obfervations on'the bill, bot 
he could not fuffer it to pafs without entering his 
proteft againft it. a 

Mr Dundas begged leave to remind the Right 
Hon. Genrleman, that when this bufinefs .was for 
merly agitated, the Hon. Gentleman himfelf adait- 
ted, that there was a neceflity, for another mode ot 
judicature, than that which had hitherto, been_prac- 
tifed in India. He laimented that the Flon. Geatle- 
man had not thought the fubjec& worthy, of his abi- 
lities, or that in the {pace of two years he had not 
brought forward fome motion agreeable to his own 
ideas of jurifprudence. .
